Private Firms 
Get Chance At 
W ater Project 
WASHINGTON (J) — The Eisen­ 
hower administration has decided 
to sidetrack public in favor of pri­ 
vate development of a big Western 
water project and congressional re­ 
action ranges from approval to 
“turn the rascals out.” 
Secretary of the Interior McKay, 
making the announcement yester­ 
day, said the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration w ill allow private enterprise 
to 
develop 
hydroelectric 
power 
wherever possible so long as it 
does not interfere with “proper de­ 
velopment of natural resources.” 
McKay told a news conference 
he has decided to set aside, at 
least for the present, plans for a 


j 560 million dollar federal dam at 
Hell’s Canyon along the Oregon- 
Idaho border. The department, he 
said, will no longer oppose a sub­ 
stitute proposal by the privately 
owned Idaho Rower Company to 
build tor 23 million dollars the first 
of three dams on the Snake River 
in the same area. 


Social security payments totaling 
$21,548 went to 651 people in Pick­ 
away County last December, ac­ 
cording to C. C. Darby, manager of 
the Columbus social security office. 
This was an increase of 32 percent 
over payments at the end of 1951. 
Men and women, 65 or over, 
who had worked long enough to 
qualify for 
old-age 
insurance 
benefits 
made up the largest 
group of beneficiaries and re­ 
ceived larger amounts than de­ 
pendents and survivors. 
Numbering 319, they 
received 
$13,248 for the month, an average 
of $41.53. Most of them were from 
65 to 74 and received payments af­ 
ter meeting the test of retirement 
given in the law; those 75 or over 
could receive 
payments 
e v e n 
though they were still working. 
In the smaller groups, 42 aged 
widows and dependent widowers 
received $1,503, 101 wives and de­ 
pendent husbands received $2,096 
and one aged dependent parent re­ 
ceived $42. 
* * • 
NOT ALL of the county persons 
entitled to payments were 65 or old­ 
er. Monthly checks went to 188 mo­ 
thers and children—some of them 
dependents of retired men, but 
most of them survivors of those 
who had died. The payments to 26 
mothers amounted to $775 in De­ 
cember, and 162 children received 
$3,884. 
In the nation at the end of De­ 
cember, 
monthly 
p a y rn en t s 
amounting to over $200 million 
were being made to approximately 
five million people. Among them, 
Darvy said, were two out of five of 
the retired aged. About 80 percent 
of civilian jobs are covered by the 
law'; four out of five of the mothers 
and children in the country can 
count on monthly survivors insur­ 
ance payments in ease of the death 
of the family breadwinner. 
Money to pay social security 
benefits comes from the social se­ 
curity taxes paid by employes, em­ 
ployers and self-employed persons 
on earnings up to $3,600 a year. The 
tax is now 1.5 percent each for em­ 
ployer and employee, and 2.25 per­ 
cent for self-employed people. Un­ 
der the law, the rates, are sched­ 
uled to increase 
to two percent 
each for employee and employer 
and three percent for self-employed 
people on January I, 1954.

NICHE OH LESS CHARMED 
DICTATORS, PERHAPS, DO e n j o y a 
charm ed life—up to a point. 
This disconcerting proposition is raised 
by the findings of a British historian, who, 
after fine-combing a mass of captured doc­ 
uments, discloses that high Germ an army 
officers were frustrated at least s e v e n 
tim es in 1243 in elaborately conceived plots 
to assassinate Adolf Hitler. 
History is unable to record success in 
any of these undertakings for a variety of 
chancy reasons. Either the Fuehrer wasn’t 
where he should have been, or the bomb 
didn’t go as planned, or someone suddenly 
suffered a cramp in the trigger finger. 
Whether success of any of these ventures 
might have speeded up termination of the 
war in Europe and put a better complex­ 
ion on affairs today is something for the 
military experts to ponder. A more gener­ 
ally 
disturbing point of 
speculation 
is 
whether all dictators are destined to die in 
bed —or in bomb shelters. 
The only point on which there seem s to 
be a unanimity cf camion is that all reach 
the same destination.

I have had the British edition for some 


time. However, “Publishers' Weekly” for 


April 25, contained the following p a r a ­ 


graph which requires considerable cor­ 


rection; 


“An analysis of the entire Hiss-Cham- j 


hers case by a distinguished English jurist 


who has made a detailed study of the many j 


volumes containing the transcript of t h e 


trial and of other background sources. Al- 


though he has weighed the evidence with I 
CS 
CS 
legal impartiality, the implication is clear I 


that there is more than 'reasonable doubt’ i 


as to Alger Hiss's guilt. A 
controversial 
book that will undoubtedly get wide atten­ 
tion in the press.” 
The editor of ‘ Publishers’ Weekly” may 
not know it, but Alger Hiss had two trials, 
plus a motion for rehearing, plus appeals 
to appellate courts, including the Supreme 
Court of the United States, which rejected 
his appeals twice. Added to this were the 
initial hearings bef ere the House Commit­ 
tee on Un-American Activities. 
The E arl of Jo w itt does not contend, in 
the English edition of his book, that he has 
read all of the material. He states that he 
has read a full transcript of the second 
trial; he has apparently read “A Genera­ 
tion on T rial,” bv A.listair Cooke, “Seeds 
of Treason,” by De Toledano and Lasky, 
and “Witness,” by Whittaker Chambers. 
There is no evidence in his book that he 
has done any other reading on the subject. 
Jowitt did not come to the United States 
to study the Hiss case. He displays little 
or no knowledge of the events that led up 
to the case. He is a lawyer, reading a 
transcript of a trial and three books, who 
sets himself up as superior to the courts of 
this country, including the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 
This blurb in “Publishers* W e e k i y” 
gives the impression th a t Jow itt “weighed 
the evidence with legal impartiality,” but 
Jowitt’s book establishes the c o n t r a r y 
view. Jow itt states on pages 50-51 of the 
British edition: 
I 
“ Of course, the evidence of character 
does not prove that the accused did not 
! commit the crim e; but it does go to show 
that he belongs to a category of people who 
are not likely to commit dishonourable or 
discreditable acts. . .Is it to be seriously 
suggested that the burden of proof should 
be precisely the same in the case of a man 
of proved integrity as it would be in the 
case of an unmitigated ra sca l?” 
In the American theory of jurisprudence, 
all men are equal in the eyes of the law. 
We have no aristocracy. We have no peer­ 
age. Jowitt is a Socialist earl, made such 
by the Labour government. A Socialist be­ 
comes a peer and he separates h u m a n 
beings into those of “ proved integrity’’ and 
! those who are “unmitigated rascals.” 
If the man of “proved integrity” com­ 
mits murder, is the dead person less dead 
because a well-bred hand pierced his skin 
with a refined dagger? How long does it 
take a Socialist to become a snob?

Mental and Physical Activity 
Important in an Cid A

WU have all known people who 
showed a change in personality i 
in old age, losing much of their ’ 
mental powers and effectiveness 
This deterioration is probably at 
least in part a matter of mental j 
outlook 
and 
emotions, 
not 
a 
weakening of the bra.n itself, 
though changes in the brain do 
occur in old age. 
These changes in the brain a re 
part of the general body changes 
of old ag e,’when the benes be­ 
come more brittle, the skin wrin­ 
kles, and the glands waste and 
lose activity. Brain tissue also 
shews some atrophy and loss of 
action. Of course, the amount of 
such changes varies in different 
persons. 
Useful Citizens 
The brain, however, retains 
ample resources for mental vigor 
in many persons. Many old peo­ 
ple are useful citizens who'can 
take full advantage of leisure 
time, carry on their usual profes­ 
sional or business activities, and 
remain prominent in life. 
Others, however, on passing 
middle age, let themselves fall by* 
the wayside, losing interest, not 
trying to work, and finally show­ 
ing a total deterioration of per­ 
sonality. They have little ambi­ 
tion, do not carry on their work,, 
and become completely depend­ 
ent on others. 
A common emotional disturb­ 
ance in older persons is depres­ 
sion. This is brought on when the 
person feels he is less capable, 
looked down on, and has no place 


y 
c 
in society or his family circle. He 
then has a tendency to fix his 
ideas on the past in order to es­ 
cape the present. The depression 
is thus a form of personal secu­ 
rity for the aging person. 


Activity Important 
The older person should keep 
active both mentally and physi­ 
cally, drawing from his wealth of 
experience and using whatever 
resources he has left. He should 
eat the right foods in proper 
amounts, 
exercise 
moderately 
and get enough sleep and relaxa­ 
tion. This will often help to pre­ 
serve his mental status, even 
though his brain, if examined 
very carefully, might show some 
degree of damage. 
The healthy attitude is one in 
which the person gains pleasure 
from everyday events, and is able 
to accept a certain amount of 
economic insecurity without re­ 
gret or envy, or a sense of guilt. 
Some can make this adjust­ 
ment themselves, others must be 
helped to make it. In this way 
they can make a practical adjust­ 
ment to living in old age.

Americans 
and 
Russians 


found it easy to be friends on the 


banks of the Mulde River in Ger­ 
many. That was on the eve of the 


Nazi surrender May 7, 1945. 


For a few days, there was no 


cloud of suspicion or distrust. Ivan 


and Joe found pleasure in each 
other's 
company. 
They 
had 
no 
trouble getting along. 
, 
They had met at the town of 
Torgau in the role of victors near­ 
ing the end of the long and bitter 
march into Germany. As far as 
these soldiers in the ranks were 
concerned, 
there 
was 
no reason 
why 
they 
shouldn’t 
be 
friends. 
They accepted each other on even 
terms. 
There on the Mulde, we corres­ 
pondents watched them throw their 
arm s about each other and whoop 
with 
delight. 
They 
toasted 
with 
champagne 
in 
beer 
mugs 
and 
talked in sign language when they 
couldn’t fathom each other’s spok­ 
en words. They exchanged invita­ 
tions to parties and swapped gifts. 
They insisted they wanted to live 
at peace. And they meant it. 
But then cam e a subtle change. 
The 
Russians 
who had 
been 
so 
friendly withdrew' into a shell. The 
Russian officers—undoubtedly a ct­ 
ing on orders from above— began 
to cut themselves and their men 
from association with the Am eri­ 
cans. They gradually strangled the 
thriving spirit of friendship even 
while the world cheered the defeat 
of Hitler’s hordes as the way to 
peace. 
The show- of friendship at first 
had extended even to the generals. 
Russia’s Gen. Ivan S. Koniev in­ 
vited Am erica’s Gen. Omar Brad­ 
ley to his headquarters for a feast. 
Tables 
were 
laden 
with 
caviar, 
sturgeon, 
mounds of other food, 
and carafes filled with vodka and 
wine. 
A 
soldier’s 
chorus 
sang 
magnificently— they even sang the 
“ Star S p a n g l e d Banner’’ and 
brought the 
American guests to 
their feet cheering. 
Bradley returned the courtesy, 
laying on an American-style feast 
for Koniev and 
members of his 
staff. The Americans weren’t go­ 
ing to be outdone in hospitality. 
Bradley has recounted how he 
took Koniev into his war room and 
showed him the Allied might re­ 
flected on his maps. The Russian 
was treated as an ally. 
L ater 
Bradley 
told 
me: 
“ The 
w a r was over so far as we were 
concerned. I didn’t see any reason 
why 
he 
shouldn’t 
see 
my 
war 
m a p .” Then Bradley added wryly: 
“ But Koniev didn’t show me his 
w ar m ap .” 
And so it was in many ways— 
some small and some large—that 
the Russians began to roll down 
their Iron Curtain. But not before 
the 
Russian 
soldiers 
had 
shown 
they were ready—if left alone—to 
be friends with the Americans. 
Many a Russian must have gone 
back home to tell his family and 
neighbors 
about 
those 
days 
of 
friendship. 
Ivan 
must sometimes 
wonder why peace with America 
seem s so difficult when he found 
friendship with Am ericans so easy 
That is the real tragedy of this 
eve of the eighth anniversary of 
victory in Europe.
